Male Population of Barkerville Donned 
Trousers Frantically at Least Onee 
for Bishop de Pencier

HE Anglican Churefi tn Canada {s well ser 
ved by @ number of eminent and scholarly 
prelates, and, among these, none ts more 

energetic or gealous than the Right Reverend 
A. U. de Pencier, bishop of New Westminster and 
Cariboo. His diocese is of enormous extent, but 
the bishop is an ardent motorist, and euch ts bis 
capacity for getting about that no settlement in 
the field of his labors is so remote that it Joes 
not see him at least once a year. 


Not long ago, in 
the course of one of 
als episcopal jaunts, 
Gis lordship drove 
into Barkerviile, an 
d1d-time mining town 
at the extreme ond 
of the famous ‘ari- 
boo trail, Barxer- 
ville, it should be 
«nown, has seen het- 
ter days. Once it 
was a brisk and busy, 
wild and woolly min- 
ing camp, with a 
population of be 
cween seven and ten 
thousand. There is 
mining still on the 
out-lying creeks, but it would push the place hara 
to-day to muster a bundred souls. There .sn't 
much demand for a church in Barkerville, and 
there wasn't. even in the town's palmy days, but 
one was built back in the sixties and it still 
stands. There has been no resident clerev'nan 
for years, however, and it is only when some via- 
iting ecclesiastic strays in that the old bell is 
rung and service held. 

The buildings of the town, huddled closely 
together along the two sides of a narrow street in 
the very bed of Williams Creek, stand prac 
tically as they were constructed, more than fifty 
years ago Built of logs, shakes and spruce 
lumber, they are still in good repair. but dry as 
only the beating suns of half a century could 
make them. Barkerville, therefore, lives tn con- 
stant dread of fire, and every citizen is a fire 
man. Let the bell on the curiously-built old 
fire hall give but a single peal and every man is 
at his post, knowing that if the flames once agui® 
headway nothing on earth can save the town. 

The bishop’s coming was heralded by tele 
graph from Quesnel] a couple of days before, end 
the population greeted him respectfully, though 
no great number attended the service. Perhaps 
that aceounts for the sequel. The bishop an- 
nounced that there would be an eurly service the 
following morning, but the news did not seem 
to spread about very well. Consequently, bep 
the church bell pealed forth its summons ahout 
seven o'clock, the effect was electrical The 
entire male population of Barkerville tumbled 
out of bed and began donntng its trousers fran 
tically. A few seconds later, the startled citi 
zens realized the bel! wasn't ringing fast enough 
for the fire bell. Then they remembered the 
town’s distinguished visitor, and with a sigh of 
relief and a murmur “It’s only the bishop.” the 
town returned to bed for forty winks more. 
Seven persons turned up for early communion.
